Inadequate Inspection 

The system of inspection is 
another cause for concern. The 
inspectors are few in number, 
and often not suited to their 
job. They are weighed down 
with other duties, and there is 
little cooperation between them 
and the teachers, whom they 
see at long intervals, and to 
whom they can scarcely offer 
more than casual criticism and 
vague suggestions, 


The true function of an in- 
spector, who should essentially 
be an advisor and a source of 
information, is rarely fulfilled 
by any of our inspectors. 


Cooperation between the De- 
partment of Education and the 
Hebrew University could alone 
eure many defects in high school 
education. There are many 
School teachers with inadequate 
qualifications, who would wel- 
come the opportunity of work- 
ing for a degree. Extra-maral 
examinations are a burden, but 
the need of teachers puts cer- 
tain obligations on the Uni- 
versity. At the same time, 
good .courses for high scheol 
teachers which could help zn. 
gain knowledge and keep up- 
to-date during their vacations, 
are rare, 


Text Book Problem 


The serious problem of text 
books could also be solved by 
cooperation between the Min- 
istry of Education and the 
University. Textbooks should 
not be adopted without giving 
the teachers a chance to com- 
ment. The latest English text- 
book was shown to teachers 
only a few weeks before the 
academic year began, and their 
advice was evidently not wanted. 

Work, however, is most se- 
riously impeded by the splin- 
tering system of trends.
